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INTRODUCTORY AND EXPLANATORY OBSERYATIONS. 


LOCAL TAXATION EETUKNS, 1898-99. 

The following Returns of Local Taxation in Ireland relate to the transition period 
between the close of the financial year ended in 1898 and the time at which the 
provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, came into operation*, and, 
with the exception of a few minor accounts showing the receipts of burial boards and 
of certain local officers, they deal only with the accounts of the rating authorities in 
Counties, Poor Law Unions, and Towns for a portion of the year 1898-99. 


Hitherto the Returns of Local Taxation related to the definite period of a year in 
every instance, although the financial year of the local taxing authorities did not 
always run concurrently, but on this occasion, in order to complete the record of 
taxation under the system of local government which has been displaced by the Local 
Government Act, it has been necessary to compile the Returns from accounts relating, 
in almost all cases, to a period varying from three to nine months, and therefore these 
Returns do not afford a basis of comparison with any of those previously issued. 


The action of the rating authorities referred to with respect to providing for 
expenses during the period now dealt with was regulated, as follows, by an Order 
in Council made by His Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant, on the 22nd of December, 
1898f : — 

Grand Juries were required to make presentments at the Spring Assizes of 1899 
to provide for current debts and liabilities, and, generally, for everything _ required 
in counties up to the last day of the September following ; Boards of Guardians were 
required to make a poor rate for union expenditure during the period ended the 
31st day of March, 1899 ; while in the case of Town Authorities the Order was to 
some extent permissive, the Council of any borough or town (notwithstanding anything 
in any general or local Act) being authorised during the period between the passing of 
the Act and the time at which it came into full operation to make a rate for the service 
of the period ended on the 30th of September, 1899, or for the service of the period 
ended on the 31st of March, 1900. 

The object of this last provision was to secure that from and after the day last 
mentioned all town rates should provide for a year ending on the 31st day of March, 
“ the local financial year,” as defined by section 109 of the Act. A similar arrange- 
ment was effected in counties by the operation of section 51 (5) (6), and by the 
County Councils Orders made by the Local Government BoardJ, and thus the rating 
year of County and Town Authorities in Ireland has become uniform, and will 
terminate on the day mentioned. With respect to the accounts of the local authorities 
it is provided by an Order in Council of the 30th of January 1899§, that “the 
accounts of the receipts and expenses of every county and district council and their 
committees and officers, and of the receipts and payments of the councils of towns 
which are not urban districts, shall be made up yearly to the 3 1st day of March in 
every year, or in the case of accounts which are required to be audited half-yearly^, 
then half-yearly to the 30th day of September and the 31st day of March in each year. 

The making of the presentments at the Spring Assizes of 1899 was the last fiscal act 
111 j if 8 re ®P ec t discharged by Grand Juries, as the management of the administrative 
and financial business of each county has been entrusted since the 1st of April, 1899, to 
a Gouncil elected by the local government electors of the county, pursuant to sections 

1 and 2 of the Act.

In like manner the poor rate for the period ended in March, 1899, was the last rate 
made by Boards of Guardians ; — their business in regard to the making, levying 
collecting, and recovering rates being transferred by section 6 to. the council of each 
county in relation to so much of the county as. is not. com prised in an urban district, 
and by section 28 to the council of each urban district in relation to their district. 

The three chief rating authorities which formerly existed in Ireland have thus been 
reduced to two, viz. — County Councils and Municipal Authorities. 


I. — COUNTY TAXATION. 

The amount of the presentments made by the Grand Juries at the Spring Assizes 
of 1899 are shown under the usual heads in table I. of the Appendices which has 
been prepared from returns supplied by county. officers,, while a brief abstract of the 
final account of each county following those Assizes is given in table II.

HI. —TOWN TAXATION. 

The accounts ot the one hundred and twenty towns in Ireland which were under 
municipal government during the portion of the year 1898—99 dealt with in these 
returns are summarized in four tables in the Appendices, the towns being constituted 
as follows : —

provisions of the Towns Improvement Act, 17 and 18 Vic., cap. 103, now apply to 
it, and to the six towns constituted under 9 Geo. IV., cap. 82, in pursuance of section 
41 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 


^Receipts and Expenditure op Town Authorities. 

The receipts of the various municipal authorities are grouped together in part I. of the 
following table to facilitate comparison of the amounts collected by the different classes 
of town authorities, and they are divided into— (l) rates on real property; (2) tolls 
and market charges, dues, and fees ; (3) from rents and other sources : (4) from 
borrowed money and the issue of stock; (5) from the Imperial taxes; and (6) from 
Grand Jury cess, or other local tax.

The total amount of water rates appearing in the accounts of the local 
bodies and included under the head of “Kates on real property” in the foregoing 
table, is £51,052, of which about £29,050 was for water sup'plied for domestic and other 
private purposes.
